BOULEVARD APPROVED. 


Quick Work on First Section, Which 
ertted Difficult Engineering 
Preblems. 


The first graded section of the new 
harbor boulevard has been inspected 
and approved by the County Highway 
Commission.

Her shoes 
were of Manchu style, each having a big heel in the 


inches.. 
Great Dowager and Modern Reform. 


During her iatter days the Empress Dowager was the 
soul of the reform movement. She knew but little of 
the condition of her people until the Boxer trouble oc- 
curred, when she was forced to flee to a far-off province. 
The Chinese had no opportunity to prepare the way for 
her, and she saw for the first time the real poverty of 
her people. During that period she evidently made up 
her mind to change things if she ever got back to Pe- 
king. As soon as she returned, she advised the foreign 
office to that effect. 

Before arriving at the capital, she sent word that if 
foreigners would like to see the return of the court it 
could be arranged, and thereupon windows were rented 
along the line of march. The quarters of our legation 
were in a balcony over a silk shop, and those who saw 
Her Majesty tell me she was carried by in a yellow 
Sedan chair, and that she waved her hand to our Min- 
ister as she passed. 

During that trip the great Dowager was very timid. 
She was upset by the war and the new innovations, and 
was as near real fear as she ever was in her whole 
eventful life. A part of the return trip was made on 
the railroad, when Her Majesty took her first ride on 
the cars. When the whistle of the locomotive blew, 
she was frightened, and asked what was the matter. 
She was told that the engineer was merely announcing 
a road crossing, and that nothing was wrong. She 
thereupon told the conductor that in the future he must 
send her word every time before the whistle blew, that 
she might not be frightened.

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$ QUAINT, ANCIENT SANTA BARBARA,

EPOSING at the foot of forest-covered hills which 

rise close back of it, and fronting on the beautiful 

Bay of Samana, Santo Domingo, is the little vil- 
lage of Santa Barbara. -I say little, for there are not 
over 200 dwellings in it, and not one of them could 
possibly have cost $200. Most of them are the typical 
dwellings of the tropics, a mere shed against the sun 
and rain, consisting of two or three rooms, the parti- 
tions of which are seldom over five or six feet high. 
The frames of these houses are rough poles and the 
roofs are thatched with leaves of a species of palm 
which grows to an enormous size here. 


There is little opportunity or desire for privacy in 
the majority of the houses, and the furniture and cook- 
ing utensils are of the most primitive character imag- 
inable. In fact, the whole household economy is ar- 
ranged and conducted on the plan of nothing but abso- 
lute necessity, and yet only to live here is a positive 
luxury. | 

The dictates of fashion have made no headway among 
a people to whom an income of $10 a year is princely, 
yet no prince is happier than they. I refer of course 
to the common people. There are but two classes, the 
very poor and the very rich. The poor are in the vast 
majority, but there seems to be no clash between the 
two classes of society, 

A heavenly climate tempers the necessities for food, 
clothing and shelter to a minimum; indeed, so generous 
is nature that she supplies food almost for the gather- 
ing of it, and withal an amiable, satisfied state of 


mind which is not disposed to find fault with the order 


| of things, has to do in a large measure with the beati- 


tudes of the mass of the people. 

My quarters here were in a private house (there is no 
public place of entertainment) to the owner of which 
I had letters of introduction. In almost any part of 
the United States such quarters would be called poor, 
practically being used for sleeping purposes only. The 
floors were of earth covered with rugs, the furniture 
came from France, and was a dream of old-fashioned 
beauty. There hung on the walls a couple of paintings 
which were done by some old Spanish master 300 vears 
ago, and would be an honor to the mansion of 2 Van- 
derbilt. We used daily solid silver which once graced 
the table of Gen. Santa Anna of Mexico. 


The language spoken by most of the people is a mon- 
grel mixture of Spanish and French, but enough of 
them speak some English so that one who is able to 
use that only can get along very comfortably. 

The connections with the outside world are meager, 
a mail steamer coming in once a month from New 
York, bringing canned goods, petroleum, salt meats, 
small hardware, and carrying away bananas, logwood 
and coffee. Two hours is about as long as it stays, 
and as soon as it was gone we settled down to another 
month of “dolce far niente.” 

During the War of the Rebellion, this quiet little 
place was the scene of many a wild orgie by crews from 
the ships of the Confederate navy, Carenaro Cay, one 
of the little islands that lies far back in the bay, being 
one of their coaling stations. It was almost completely 
hidden by trees and was a well-chosen spot for the 
purpose to which it was put. At the close of the war

Mr. Bryan collects 
nominations. Society leaders collect husbands.. The 
anti-trust law collects dust, and the trusts also collect 
dust, only it’s a different sort. The musical comedy 
writers collect new gags, but fear to put ‘em in a show 
because the public resents such innovations, preferring 
the jokes that are familiar to all, because then they 
know exactly where the point is and when to laugh. I 
coliect my salary with more or less difficulty and spend 
it without hardly noticing it. You collect the gems of 
wisdom and truth that I let fall from time to time. 
Yes, sir, everybody collects something. There's the 
prominent steel magnate that put his old wife aside and 
hooked up with a lovely lady out of a comic opera. 
And No. 2’s been engaged in the business of collecting 
a few intimate friends in exclusive New York society 
ever since. Here only the other day I was reading about 
her return from Europe. She had more trunks of ward- 
robe than the whole troupe used to carry when she was 
in the chorus. And she stated on landing that it was

Célluloid Boomerangs. 
“The skill of the Australian bushmen in boomerang 


throwing is not exaggerated in the least, for the boome- | 


rang wielded by an expert is a thing of magic. It will 
soar through the air like a bird, now high up, now just 
skimming the surface of the ground, turning in circles, 
finally falling just where it has been aimed to fall. 

The boomerang can he fashioned of ash or hickory, 
says a writer in St. Nicholas, but can also be cut or 
stamped out of celluloid and hard rubber. Boomerangs 
are now being sold in two or three American cities. 
Several expert throwers in this country have fashioned 
their own boomerangs not only of celluloid but of 
heavy cardboard. | 

If the cardboard does not get wet, it makes a service- 
able missile. Celluloid is excellent for the purpose, 
because it is light, very hard to break and can be 


worked into the peculiar curve and twist which are so 
necessary to give the boomerang its force and direction. 


FIRST MILITARY SALUTES. , 


THEY WERE TO SHOW THAT A PERSON'S INTEN- 


TIONS WERE PEACEABLE. 


[St. Neholas:] The custom of firing a salute in honor 


of admirals, captains and other naval dignitaries as 
well as other forms of greeting originated in the desire 
to show to the person saluted that the saluting person 
was unarmed and could do the other no injury. 

This was a very important matter in the olden days 
when most people went armed and violent encounters 
were quite common. When any one approached another 


pit was necessary to assure the latter that no harm was 


intended, and this sign of good faith was made by the 
new-comer’s handling his weapons in such a way that 
they would be useless for immediate action. 


The present courteous raising of the cap or hat had its 
origin i@ the removal of the basinet, or small metal 


helmet, an act which showed an absence of fear by leav- | 


ing the head of the wearer open to attack and which 
likewise occupied his right hand, so that he could prac- 
tically make no assault. 

The dropping of the swordpoint to the ground now as 
when the sword was in more active and ready use makes 
the weapon temporarily of no service. The bringing of 


arms to “present” in salutation of superiors is a custom 


of precisely similar origin. ; 
The ancient custom of entering the presence of roy- 
alty uncovered likewise originated in the desire for 
safety. So also did that of retiring backward from thé 
royal presence. In either case the person admitted to 
the throne, with his sword arm occupied in holding his 
helmet, could not.easily reach or use his weapons. 
These precautions in medieval times were very neces- 
sary, when it is considered that the king, prince, or 
duke, being seated, would not be able to defend him- 
self immediately or even readily against sudden at- 
tack. 

_ The word “salute” itself has the idea of “safety” in 
it, as it comes directly from the Latin salus, signifying 
“heaith,” then “welfare.” To “salute” is to wish health 
and safety. The root of the word goes back to the 
Sanscrit sar, which meant to “protect” or “guard.” 


Naval salutes are interesting to landsmen as well as 


to jack tars. The artillery salute is the survival of one 
of those ceremonial practices which formerly had some 
definite meaning, and is meant to signify not only an 
honor to the flag or representative of a friendly nation, 
but also that the vessei saluting has no hostile intent. 


Shotted guns fired by the full armament of. the ship 
were used in the seventeenth century, as if to say: 
“Now every gun is empty and we are unarmed.” Blank 
salutes became the eighteenth-century fashion, but, like 
many other customs of that polished, formal period, 
were carried to a ridiculous extreme. 


When in due time it became the practice to give a 


special salute for a certain rank or occasion the odd. 


number of guns—in which all salutes are measured— 
was selected in order that the salute might open as well 
as close on the “honor” side of the ship, the vessel's 
starboard. When the United States first attained na- 
tional standing the existing national salute of twenty- 
one guns was adopted, in accordance with the usage of 
other countries, by our army and navy. 


So in international usage the national salute for 
every country is of twenty-one guns; while the Amert- 
can national salute, used in our own country, is one gun 
for every State, forty-six guns now being fired on state 
occasions. The earliest instance of this domestic sx 
lute was that which history records as given at the 
raising of the first American flag, when Capt. John Paul 
Jones fired thirteen guns, one in honor of. each of the 
thirteen original States. 

The number of guns fired in an artillery salute varies 
in accordance with the rank of the officer or personage 
saluted. The President’s salute is, of course, twenty- 
one guns. Admirals of the navy, generals of the army, 
Governors of the States. Ambassadors from foreign 
countries, and Justices of the Supreme Court are saluted 
by a salvo of seventeen guns. Salutes gradually dimih- 
ish in the number of guns fired until they reach the 
lowest grade, seven for a junior commanding officer or 
our consul at a foreign port. 

Custom varies in European countries, but all foreign 
rulers have more powder burnt in their honor than is 
consumed in the American Presidential salute. King 
Edward and Queen Alexandra are saluted with a salvo 
of fifty-one guns, and members of the royal family and 
important state and military personages receive a fewer 
number, the details of which are of course set by law. 
Kaiser Wilhelm outranks any other contemporary sov- 
ereign, being saluted by the largest amount of noise, 
the imperial salute consisting of 101 guns. This is the 
standard for emperors and for some kings. The birth 
of an heir to the throne of a state is signalized by 101 
guns also, as happened only recently when. the little 
Princess of Holland was born. 


Family Burial Grounds in Missouri. 

In a certain family burying-ground in Southern Mis- 
souri is a gravestone upon which are these words: 
“Here Are Buried Aunt Jane, My Negro Mammy, and 
Her Husband, Tom, a Negro Gentleman of the Old 
School.” The family burying-ground is disappearing. 
In Saline county is yet preserved the Sappington bury- 
ing-ground, where two Missouri Governors are buried. 
In Boone county, in the 
walled and exclusive, another Missouri Governor is in- 


terred. Here and there throughout the State in the 


regions more remote from the newer cemeteries of the 
towns, are family graveyards, usually pathetic in their 
unkemptness, gravestones broken and tumbling down 
and weeds growing where flowers once were. The fam- 
ily burying-ground scarcely ever endures to the third 
generation.—(Columbia Herald.

MaN THE Curer Factor Mak- 
Ine NECESSARY. 


By a Special Contributor. 


F the causes lead to the extinction of ani- 

mals, human activity is the chief. Animals of 

course are subject to epidemics of disease, to such 
catastrophes as deluges and to the rapacity of their 
fellow-creatures. But Nature holds the balance be- 
tween kind and kind very fairly. The extinction of 
any species is a slow and gradual process, unless man 
intervenes. 
Then it is apt to be rapid. The story of the dodo is a 
case in point. This bird was a pigeon as big as a tur- 
key, so fat and short of wing that it could only waddle 
and flutter. It lived on an fsland in the Indian Ocean, 
with little to disturb its equanimity till the first voy- 
agers arrived. They named the island Mauritius, 
knocked the dodo over with sticks, and feasted joyously 
om the fresh meat. A bird so easily captured and so 
alluring to hungry sallors was marked to perish, 
ere long the dodo became extinct. 3 
Im one respect the wingless birds of New Zealand are 
better equipped than the ill-fated dodo. Both the wood 


hen and the “kiwo,” or apteryx, are fairly swift run- . 


ners. A bird without wings seems degenerate, a para- 
dex in nature. But these curious types are after all the 
products of their environment. In old Maoriland the 
only ground animal dangerous to birds was a rat, and 
he was not very formidable. In the air lived rapacious 
hawks and eagles. If the ancestral “kiwi” had wings, 
his descendants were wiser in their generation. They 
and their comgeners took to running and: hiding in the 
ti-tree scrub, a thick cover like our chaparral, and in 
course of time lost the art and organs of flight. The 
Maoris indeed hunted them, but without the aid of guns 
or dogs. So-the wingless birds held their own very well 


till the white colonists arrived. 

Colonization under modern conditions acts like a rev- 
olution. Settlers not only introduce firearms and clear 
away the forest covers, but they disturb the existing 
order of things in a more subtle way. in this century 
animais of ali sorts, from camels to lady bugs, are 
moved about from country to country all over the globe.

The acclimatization of strange species in a colony some- 


_ times upsets the equilibrium of the native fauna entirely. 
| They are unable to turn about and present a new front 
to imported enemies. Natural selection, the process 


by which, as Darwin taught us, species are fitted to 
survive and flourish, takes time, and geological time at 
that. When not only dogs, but such destructive ene- 
mies of nesting birds as stoats and weasels began to 
multiply in New Zealand, life at the level of the ground 
became hazardous. The wingless birds seemed destined 
to disappear. 

Destrimg to save these curious types, the government 
of the country some years ago established them in a 
sanctuary. Resolytion Isiand, a lonely spot on the south- 
west coast in the beautiful fiord region, was selected 
for the purpose. It was made “tabu,” as a Maori would 


say, to the birds that were helpless against the changes 


that had come over the land. 

The sentiment which prompted this and similar action 
in other countries is of quite recent growth. When the 
dodo went under, no one gave its extinction a thought. 
The first measures taken to protect birds looked to 
practical ends, the interests of “sport,” the maintenance 
of species valuable as food. Hence the laws regarding 
close seasons and the preservation of game. Now most 
advanced nations have also taken under their protection 
the native song birds, and such birds as are liable to 
become extinct owing to their being hunted down for 
the sake of their plumage, or their rarity. 

In this country the economic value of birds, their utfl- 
ity as aids to agriculture in destroyimg noxions insects 


and in other ways, has been more thoroughly studied | 


than anywhere elae. This is being done under the 
auspices of the Federal government as part of the work 
of the Department of Agriculture. The researches are 
made public in pamphlets, which serve to guide and 
correct popular sentiment and opinion. But the work 
of interesting the public in bird protection and of ob- 
tafning the requisite legislation has been performed by 
those zealous private associations, the Audubon societies 
of America. 

It is owing to their efforts that we have sanctuaries 
for birds. In some cases land has been bought for that 
purpose out of the funds of the societies. In other 
cases they have succeeded in obtaining reservations 
from the public domain. Not much land, and that of 
little agricultural value, will serve for an asylum for 
persecuted birds. Uncle Sam has plenty of barren 
rocky islands and sandy keys to spare. Every one re- 
members the big forest reserves made by our late Pres- 
ident; there was some controversy about them. But few 
perhaps were aware that fie set aside some odd lots of 
the public domafn as sanctuaries for birds. One of these 
was the Breton Island reservation, consisting of a few 
sandy islets off the mouth of the Mississippi. No hu- 
man being would eyer want to settle upon them, but 
they serve as cities of refuge for certain birds, especially 
the egrets.

LL summer long from our camp in the foothills of 
the Manzanos we had watchefl Diabolo and his 
band.

AN ENGLISH VIEW OF NEw York $ 
FASHIONS FOR AMERICANS. 
From London Opinion. 
HIS is the age of revolts. Everybody is revolting 


T everywhere against everything. The twentieth cen- 
tury is the revolting century. The very latest re- 

volt is the revolt of Venus against the tyranny 
of Maris. I need hardly point out that the 
modern Venus is an American. The Gibson 
Girl settled that. Well, the American Venus 
has made up her mind to rebel against the Parisian 
dressmaker and the Parisian milliner. She has drawn 
up a declaration of independence in New York. In fu- 
ture, she will abjure Parisian fashions, and array her- 
self in “American styles pure and simple.” So far as 
I can make out, American styles, like Oscar Wilde’s 
definition of truth, are seldom pure and never simple. 
American taste leans toward the eccentrie. I fear New 
York will not succeed in overthrowing the domination 
of Paris, for American women are not patriotic enough 
to sacrifice their appearance for the sake of their coun- 
try. They might die for the Stars and Stripes, but 
they will not be dowdy for them. of 

After all, there are limits to patriotism, and no coun- 
try has the right to ask a pretty girl to look hideous in 
order to support home industries. The heroines of the 
past were never expected to become frumps as a proof. 
of their devotion. Barbara Frietchie was not asked to 
wear a Columbia costume, “composed of thirteen red 
and white stripes and forty-six white stars on a blue 
ground above a gleaming golden eagle four inches wide.” 
Florence Nightingale and Grace Darling were not im- 
plored to wear the Union Jack. The modern woman 
is urged to turn herself into a guy in order to show 
her national spirit. This seems to me to be patriotism 
run to seed. It would be just as logical to ask Ameri- 
cans to give up European tours, to abandon the habit 
of reading English books, drinking French wines, smok- 
ing Turkish tobacco, eating Russian caviare, and listen- 
ing to Italian tenors. It would be quite as sensible to 
forbid American gamblers to lose any money at Monte 
Carlo. In fact, if this insane patriotism is carried out 
to its logical conclusion, every nation ought to cut itself 
off from the rest of the world, and live entirely on its 
own produce. It is the policy of the hermit crab. . 

The American Venus cannot overthrow “foreign pres- 
tige in feminine fashion,” for the simple reason that 
Paris alone can evolve fashions which gratify her desire 
to look different every few months. The sécret of femi- 
nine charm is its passion for endless variety. Paris, 
and Paris alone, can cope with the feminine desire for 
change. There is some mysterious magie in the air 
of Paris which is not found in the air of London, or 
Berlin, or Rome, or St. Petersburg, or Brussels, or Vien+ 
na, or Madrid, or New York. Nobody can ex- 
plain it, but it is there. You cannot bottle it and carry 
it away, for the Parisian dressmaker and the Parisian 
milliner quickly become demoralized when transplanted 
into London or New York. The Parisian environment 
affects their invention in some mysterio¥s way, and 
stimulates their imagination. The London environment 
quickly destroys the Parisian grace and élegance and 
lightness of touch. If all the great Parisian dressma- 
kers and milliners were captured by an English army 
and brought captive to London, in a year their deft- 
ness and dexterity would be gone. They would become 
_Anglicized; they would become heavy and clumsy and 
dull. It is a mistake to ascribe the delicate grace of 
Parisian fashions to the French character, for the 
French provincial towns do not foster it. It is a purely 
Parisian quality, and it does not exist in France out- 
side Paris. In Paris it is exuberant. Thé supply of 
ideas is never exhausted, and the midinettes, with their 
magical fingers, and the mannequins, with their instinct 
for style, grow like mushrooms. They are not made; 
they are born. The air of Paris breeds them and feeds 
them.’ 

New York cannot capture the Parisian magic, because 
the atmosphere of New York is not Parisian. Life there 
is harder, harsher, and more metallic. Femininity is 
not a cult in any city except Paris. That is the secret 
of the Parisian supremacy in fashions. The cult of 
femininity has never been cultivated so absolutely as 
it has been cultivated in Paris. Woman is the religion 
of Paris. The Parisians worship nothing but woman.

To Washington went Mr. Astor to get from the Presi- 
dent the sanction of the government for the magnificent 
plan he had in mind. He got the enthusiastic support 
of Mr. Jefferson and the Cabinet. No doubt Mr. Astor 
Saw great profit for himself in the enterprise, but, far 
more than profit, he sought the fame the project would 
bring to him. 

There was a lot of work preparing properly for the 
expedition. First of all, Mr. Astor organized the Amer- 
ican Fur Company. That company got its charter just 
100 years ago. Unable to get in the United States the 
voyageurs he thought necessary, he recruited a force 
from among the attachés of the Northwest Company. 
For his leutenants in the undertaking he also drew 
mainly on the men of the Northwest Company. These 
men he made partners. He gave to them 50 per cent. of 
the interest, retaining the other 50 per cent. himself. 
They were under no financial responsibility. He put 
up $400,000. In his selection of men he exhibited ex- 
ceptionally bad judgment. The plan was to send two 
forces, one by ship around the Horn, the other through 
Canada and down the Mississippi and then up the Mis- 
souri, over the Rockies and down the Columbia. The 
land force was to establish posts along the route and 
meet the other force at the mouth of the Columbia.

Duncan McDougal, the partner to whom 
Mr. Astor gave his proxy to act in any 
was a peppery, flamboyant creature.

The Tonquin. 

On September 8, 1810, the Tonquin left New York. 


The frigate Constitution conveyed her to sea, there be- 
ing a British warship outside which, it was understood, 


-intended to stop and search her and take off such Brit- 


ish subjects as were aboard. The Tonquin got away 
without molestation, but there was turmoil aboard ev- 
ery day. Many times the captain threatened to put the 
partners, the clerks and all the voyageurs in irons. The 
ship stopped at the Falkland Islands and two of the 
partners had a narrow escape from being marooned 
there, the captain sailing away without them. But the 
ship became becalmed and the men were able to get 
to her in a boat. On Christmas Day the Tonquin dou- 
bled Cape Horn and on February 12 reached the Sand- 
wich Islands. There some Hawaiians were recruited 
for service in the Columbia River country and the Ton- 
quin resumed her journey. On March 22, 1811, the Ton- 
quin arrived off the mouth of the Columbia. The wea- 
ther was tempestuous and the sea was high. For sev- 
eral days vain efforts were made to find the channel. 
Eight men were lost in the capsizing of small boats 
that the captain sent out to find a way into the river. 


At last, after much delay and trouble, the Tonquin | 
got inside, and on April 12 a site was selected on a | 


small bay for the establishment of the station which

was to be the company’s headquarters on the Pacific. 
A fortified post was built, the Stars and Stripes were 
raised and the settlement was named Astoria. From 
Astoria parties were sent up the river to explore the 
stream, establish stations at advantageous points and 
open up trade with the Indians. | | 


_After all the cargo destined for Astoria had been 
taken out of the ship the Tonquin departed to proceed 


up the coast to trade for pelts at the various harbors, - 


visit Alaska and begin business with the Russians, Mr. 
Astor having sent a representative to St. Petersburg 
and made arrangements by which the American Fur 
Company was to supply the Russian posts with goods 
and handle the bulk of the sealskins the Russian hunt- 
ers gathered in Bering Sea. 

Hardly had the Tonquin left than the people in As- 
toria learned from the Indians that a party of thirty 
white men had arrived several hundred miles up the 
Columbia River. It was a party of Northwest Com- 


pany men who had established a trading post on the - 


Spokane River, which empties into the north branch of 


the Columbia. The Americans had arrived nome too 


soon. |

It was on June 5 that the Tonquin left Astoria. 
few days later, the ship arrived at Vancouver Island an- 
chored, much against the advice of the Indian inter- 
preter, who told Capt. Thorn the natives were the most 
treacherous of Indians. But the captain, obstinate and 
intolerant of opposition, would not heed advice. In the 
morning a great fleet of canoes put off from the shore 
and swarmed about the ship. The Indians had sea 
otter skins to sell. The I ndians were headed 
by two sons of Wicananish, the Indian chief, and by 
an old sub-chief named Nookamis. Capt. Thorn ex- 
pected a profitable deal; and had the deck spread with 
blankets, cloths, knives, beads and fish hooks, The In- 
dians had some experience with Russian traders, and 
Nookamis was especially shrewd. He scoffed at the 
offers Capt. Thorn made, and exasperated that choleric 
gentleman to a high degree. When Capt. Thorn made a 
bid, the chief demanded twice when the captain offered, 
and when any other Indian seemed about to sell his 
skins, Nookamis checked him and advised better bar- 
gaining. 3 

The captain, in disgust, waved Nookamis away, and, 
sticking his hands in his pockets, tegan pacing the 
deck. Nookamis followed him, holding the skins be- 


fore him, but unable to get him to renew negotiations. _ 


Then Nookamis changed his method and started to re- 
vile the captain. The captain, white with rage, seized 
the skins, whipped the Indian about the face with them 
and then, as Nookamis ran from him, he kicked Nooka- 
mis overboard. As if that was not enough, he kicked 
all the pelts of the Indians overboard and drove the 
whole band off the ship. | 

It was in vain that the Indian interpreter pleaded 
with the captain to draw up his anchor and sail away. 
The captain was an officer of the United States navy, 
and told the interpreter to cease his chatter. When one 
of the partners who had accompanied the captain on this 
trip also urged immediate sailing, the captain taunted 
him with cowardice. Neither would the captain pay 
heed when it was pointed out to him that Mr. Astor 
had especially warned the party against admitting more 
than three or four Indians on board at a time. 


The following morning, parties of Indians came out 
in canoes again and made signs that they wanted to 
trade. They were allowed on deck. Then more canoes 
came out, and soon Indians were clambering up the 
sides of the ship until the deck was crowded with them. 
They were willing to trade with the captain now on 
better terms. Once more the Indian interpreter pleaded 
with the captain. Once more the partner, McKay, 
pleaded. It was no use. But more and more canoes put 
out from the shore until all the squaws were in boats 
alongside and all the bucks were on board. Possibly 
the fact that the interpreter persisted and explained that 
beneath the mantles the Indians wore they probably 
had weapons concealed at last influenced the captain. 
At any rate, he gave orders to weigh anchor, and sent 
some men aloft to set the sails. The Indians thereupon 
were prepared to trade on any terms. But they took 
knives and hatchets always in exchange for their otter 
skins. Then, as the captain gave orders for them to 
get into their boats there was a yell. Knives, clubs 
and hatchets were drawn, and the Indians hurled them- 
selves upon the whites. The first man to fall was Mr. 
Lewis, the ship's clerk. He was a calm, determined 
man, uncbtrusive and quiet. He was leaning over some 
blankets which he had been bargaining with an Indian 
about when he was stabbed in the back and fell, mor- 
tally wounded, down the companionway. 

The captain made a glorious fight. He had nothing 
but a clasp knife. He drew this and cut and slashed 
until he had killed one Indian and crippled various 
others before he could free himself from the lot of sav- 
ages who made the first rush at him. 

Then he tried to reach the quarter deck, and he 
strewed his path with dead and wounded. But now and 
then a knife, a club or an ax struck him, and at last 
he fell. In an instant he was hacked to death and then 
he was tossed overboard onto the knives of the squaws 
in the canoes. All over the ship the batle raged furi- 
ously, but the Indians so far outnumbered the whites 
that the crew was overpowered and massacred. As a 
man fell, his body was cast overboard to the knives of 
the squaws. 


‘Revenge. 


Four of the seven men who had gone aloft managed 
to get to the cabin, where they found Lewis.

nEAR-ADMIRAL EVANS, RETIRED, TELLS How 
THE YORKTOWN RESCUED REFUGEES, 


The United States gunboat Yorktown, under my com- 
mard, arrived in the harbor of Valparaiso;-Chile, about 
December 1, 1891, after a rough passage from New York, 
says Rear-Admiral Robley D. Evans, retired, who de- 
scribes “The Most Dramatic Event in My Life” in the 
Delineator for October She had been hurried to the 
Pacific because of threatened trouble between the two 
countries, Chile and the United States, caused by the 
ill-treatment of a number of the crew of the U.S.S. Bal- 
timore in the harbor of Valparaiso while on shore leave. 
One of the men had been killed, stabbed to death, and 
many others seriously wounded. | 

Two days after our arrival the Baltimore sailed for 
San Francisco and the Yorktown was left alone to rep-_ 
resent the United States while the courts of Valparaiso 
endeavored to arrive at some cenclusion as to who was

Upon my arrival at Santiago, I found a very curious 
condition of things.

They also 
did all they could to annoy Mr. Egan and prevent him 
from obtaining the necessary food supplies for those 
under his care. 

There were nearly 100 refugees in the American leza- 
tion at this time, and to clear them out and get them 
to 2 place of safety was the business of the Minister.

their basketry. Their vase-shaped, or “‘bottle-necked,” 
as experts term these baskets, ornamented by a row 
of the crest feathers of the quail or jaybird, are intended 
as gifts, and happy is the receiver thus favored. When 
a Los Angeles lady received one of these baskets made 
by Louise of the Tehachapi or Cuddeback Indians of 
Kern county; the giver informed her she was to be 
“forever blessed with all that is good.” While the 
basket is woven of willow, the design of diamond or 
Star-point tracery that borders the basket is colored 
by using the foot of witch hazel of Owens River, nearly 
a hundred miles from this Indian settlement—this dis- 
tance the squaw must travel to find her coloring dyes. 
The rich coloring of a basket is not seen in a photo- 
graph, but some idea of design is possible. 


The Tulare ‘gambling placque, or tray, is not often 
met with in amateur collections. With the tray should 
be eight dice, made of halves of walnut shells filled with 
pitch and pieces of mother-of-pearl. The tray figured 
is about eighteen inches in diameter. It is said to be 
100 years old. While one might question the number of 
years, the tray shows the marks of use and age, not only 
in the mellowed golden color, but in the wearing away 
of the warp. Stephen Powers, in “Tribes of California,” 
gives an interesting account of dice playing as conducted 
by the Indian women. “Four squaws sit around it to 
play, and a fifth keeps tally with fifteen sticks.” The 
number of flat surfaces turned up, two or five, makes 
one in the count. | 

The picture pf a bead-eyed papoose strapped in his 
little cradle, whether the cradle basket be that of a Cali- 
fornia Indian, Paiute, Ute, Hopi, Navajo or Zuni, ap- 
peals to the materna! instinct and makes one wish that 
these aboriginals of our Pacific shore had been able 
to give us motherhood legends at first hand. Aborigi- 
nal motherhood 
misunderstood. 

Probably the most familiar form of cradle basket is 
that of the slipper-shaped, plain, turned weave of 
osier of the Hupa-indians of Northwestern California. 
The little round ‘awning for the protection of the baby’s 
head is attached to the basket by a little, coiled osier 
cord and may pe tilted at any angle. The carrying 
straps are omitted in the illustration, which shows a 
light, airy basket, easy to carry and readily adjustable 
to an upright or flat position. 

An Alaskan cradle, a basket covered with fur or cloth, 
is “seldom to bé had,” although of “rude structure of 
no intrinsic value.” Its scarcity in collections ‘s due 
to maternal superstitions. G. T. Emmons, authority 
on the Tlinkit Indians of Alaska, gives the following 
reason: “The old superstition still prevails that the 
cradle must never be used but once. When no longer 
required, it is hidden away by the mother in some hol- 
low tree in the depths of the forest or in a cleft in 
the rocks on the mountain side, and allowed 
to remain there. If it should be found by one evilly dis- 
posed, injury to the cradle would rest on the child.” 

The basketry of the Indians of Southern California is 
very often labeled with a “Mission Indian” tag instead 
of a more specific label. This is rather unfortunate, as 
a basket means sq much more when it can be localized, 
for the Mission Indians include a great many villages of 


tinctive names. The general type of coiled weave bas- 
ketry, usually made of aromatic or three-leaf sumac 
(Rhus trilobata,) reed grass, or rush (Juncus acutus,) 
and basket rush (Juncus textilis,) is easily recognizable. 
They are more substantial than delicate in texture, but 
are very attractive in color effect, often ranging from 
creamy white to Varying shades of brown and black. 
While recent basketry often shows signs of haste in ma- 
nipulation, some of the older Cahuilla, or Coahuilla, 
and Soboba baskets are fine examples of this textile art. 
The illustration shows one of these old baskets made a 
third of a century ago, the property of the first Indian 
rete employed by the government in Southern Cali- 

rnia. | 

A young lady visiting on a ranch in Southern Califor- 
nia espied a “Mission basket” with no bottom, excepting 
coarse wires for use in carrying grapes, etc., and it oc- 
curred to her that this basket should have a bottom on 
it, the old one, as she presumed, having worn out. A 
Soboba weaver wove a bright new bottom on the old 
hopper basket with guch skill that nothing but the color 
tells the story. For this old open-bottomed basket, hav- 
ing a circumference, at the top, of about sixty-eight 
inches, and depth of nearly a foot, represents the basket 
known as the hopper, used in grinding acorns in a mor- 
tar stone. One wonders which would be the more inter- 
esting, the basket as a relic of primitive ways or the “re- 
stored” basket representative of the spirit of the day! | 
No miscellaneous collection seems complete without a 
specimen of the “Nayajo wedding basket.” (The Pomo 
wedding basket is another rare basket, but is unlike the 
Navajo in form as well as ceremonial use.) At first 
glance, it seems as tliough the Navajo weaver had been 
short of decorative material, so instead of making her 
row of reddish-brown and black complete around the 
basket, there is a break in the band, but we are told 
this is characteristic af this decorative motive. For this 
so-called wedding basket is, according to Dr. Washing- 
ton Mathews, the basket “drum,” as well as sacred bas- 
ket of the Navajos. He says the break in the pattern 
is “put there to assist in the orientation of the basket at 
night fn the medicine lodge when the fire has burned 
low and the lights are dim.” For in their “ceremonies 
careful discrimination is made between the butt and the 
tip, the central and the peripheral ends, and the butt 
has precedence over the tip. This law applies to the 
basket in question as well ag other things.” When we 
recall that the points of the compass are strictly recog- 
nized by the Indians in their ceremonies, that this break 
in the motive must be always turned to the east, we see 
the significance of it. The last coil of the basket is di-

Dr. Mathews on this subject. His long official residence 
in the Navajo country makes what he says authorita- 
tive: “The art of basket-making is today little culti- 
vated among the Navajos. In developing their blanket- 
making to the highest point of Indian art, the women of 
the tribe have neglected other labors.” He says, how- 
ever: “They still continue to make this form for the 
reason that it is essential to the sacred rites and must 
be supplied by women of the tribe who know what is 
required.” 

The thick Hopi coiled placques are unlike any we have 
been considering. These meal trays of yucca are deco- 
rated with mythological figures, but the symbolic char- 
acters are abbreviated and perspective is held in abey- 
ance. One, and often four, birds can, with a little pa- 
tient study, be distinguished in the colors in each 
placque, head, feet, toes and tail all showing plainly 
after one has figured out the picture puzzle. Mason 
says: “On a single Hopi plaque it is not rare to see 
side by side the complete figure of a bird or butterfly 


which means the same thing.” cee 

Some of these sacred meal trays of Northern Arizona 
Indians have the ends or coils of the basket neatly fin- 
ished, while others have the end of last coil unfin- 
ished. When I first saw one of these Hopi trays, I ob- 
jected to its unfinished condition until I was told this 
was the “key” to the maker, the unmarried women leav- 
ing their placques with the coil unfinished.

head. Silver was shown her to no purpose, but, as my 
friend was going away, a Papago Indian ordered the 
squaw to take her meal out of the basket and pass the 
bow! over for the silver. Seeing the squaw was unwill- 
ingly being deprived of her necessary utensil, my friend 
tried to evade the purchase of it, but the determined 
manner of the Indian made her feel that probably the 
loss of the basket might be for the squaw the easier way 
of settling the domestic dispute. 

It is a common object of remark that the best types of 
Indian basketry are the work of old women, and that 
the art is dying out. In the first place, basket-making 
requires infinite patience and much time, besides painful 
effort; in the second place, the demand for more remu- 
nerative labor makes this technic a last resort. , 

George Wharton James says: “It would be a calamit 
to Indians and whites alike if the industrial art of bas- 
ket-making were allowed to die.” He relates the follow- 
ing: “A friend of mine not long ago asked a lady mis- 
sionary to the Indians if she encouraged her dusky flock 
in the work of basket-making, and confessed herself al- 
most paralyzed at the answer: ‘No, indeed! I never 
encourage them in any except the Christian arts.’” It 
is to be hoped this missionary is an exceptional one, for 
from an ethnic point of view, aboriginal art should be 
encouraged in every way. As O. T. Mason wrote: “Over 
and above the sympathetic spirit engenedered and the 
kind encouragement given to exquisite and most worthy 
artists by the collection of basketry, the study is a very 
important one from the side of culture. It is the alpha 
of an art in which billions of capital are invested, mil- 
lions of human beings employed.” 

We may say with Mason: “It is to be hoped that with 
the admiration of American basketry may be coupled a 
humane feeling for Indian women themselves, who have 
made so much genuine pleasure possible.”

this coast. Obviously, the breeds in the ascendancy in 
Australia are the Orpingtons, Minorcas and Leghorns, 
with here and there a sprinkling of Rocks and Wyan- 
dottes. Buyers in the Philippines and Australia are pro- 
verbially liberal buyers and trustful. In view of this, 
think what it means to send out inferior stock. The 
birds cannot be returned, and to the purchase price must 
be added the duty, transportatin charges, cost of coop- 
ing, etc., making the total no small item. Hence the 
importance of sending out only the very best stock— 
stock that shall breed well and prove of economic value 
when it gets settled in its new environment.

The Anti-Crowding Roost. 


Overcrowding causes much of the trouble in ailing 
fowl due to the fact that when roosting close together, 
the birds become overheated, and in this condition are 
quite apt to catch cold when let out in the morning. 
Most breeders limit the number of fowl! to a house, but 
even then some roosts are apt to contain more birds than 
others. As a means of overcoming this difficulty, J. W. 
Brewer furnishes a roost which he has facetiously called 
“The Sunny Jim,” which consists of a piece of 2x6- 
inch dressed lumber intersec*:d with notches as shown 
fn the illustration, three inches wide at the surface, 
leaving a roosting surface of about 7 inches. A glance 


at the drawing will show why this roost prevents over- 


crowding. Mr. Brewer says it works admira.wiy and re- 
moves the trouble.

Utility or Beauty? 


Poultry-keepers often discuss the of breeding 


fowls for practical or standard points. Some take the 
ground that all should be sacrificed to utility, others 
that beauty and standard points should first be consid- 
ered. Both of these advocates are extremists, and if 
they had their way would injure rather than benefit 
the poultry industry. There should be, and there is, a 
happy medium. First, fowls should be bred for utility; 
second, for beauty; third, for standard points. 


It is possible for most breeds to combine all the above 
qualities, and where it is found impossible the trouble 
undoubtedly lies with the standard, in which case it 
should be changed to conform with the making of an 
ideal fowl. The first two qualities are easily combined 
and the third is often added. In relation to this sub- 
ject, George C. Brown, ex-president of the American 
Poultry Association and a well- known poultry judge and 
writer, says: “This is a practical country, and breed- 


ing fowls for mere fancy or beauty alone will never be- — 
come popular. Beauty and utility should be twins in — 
The points that constitute the gen- | 


poultry culture.”

deck. As the Indians started away in their canoes, the 
four sailors went on deck and used the deck guns with 
deadly effect on the savages.

He had not been molested dur- 
ing the massacre, and he it was who subsequently re- 
ported the tragedy. That night, the four sailors, unable 
to work the ship, put off in a boat in hope of making 
their way to Astoria. They wanted to take Mr. Lewis, 
but he refused. 


Soon after daylight, a few canoes put off from shore 
to reconnoiter. Around and around they circled, but 
the sails of the Tonquin flapped idly and there was no 
sign of life on board. The canoes came close, and 
then a man appeared on deck. It was Lewis, the ship’s 
clerk. He made signs of welcome, and invited the In- 
dians on board. The Indians were unwilling at first, 
but as hour followed hour they became emboldened. 
Then one crept cautiously aboard. There was no sign 
of life. The deck was soaked with blood, but Lewis 
had disappeared. Another Indian climbed aboard and 
then another. Then the canoes came out from shore 
in good number. There were many beads, blankets, 
knives and trinkets about the deck for any one to: have 
who chose to take them. Back to the shore went word 
of the plunder that was so plentiful. Then the Indians 
came in hordes. 

When the deck was crowded once more, crowded ale 
most as it had been the day before, a man wounded 
unto death crept along the floor of the hold until he 
reached the magazine, where four tons of powder were 
stored.

McDougal’s Treachery. 


Whatever courage Mc 1 possessed seems to have 
departed after he heard the fate of the Tonquin. It did 
not matter that the overland force, after a series of re- 
markable and trying adventures, reached the Columbia 
River country and joined the Astoria contingent. It 
did not matter that the Beaver, a supply ship sent by 
Mr. Astor, arrived from New York and went on to 
Alaska to trade. McDougal saw peril and disaster every- 
where. War had broken out between the United States 
and Great Britain, and he feared the British would 
swoop down upon him. 

As if Mr. Astor had not suffered enough from the 
stupidity of his agents, a new chapter now was added 
to the story of their folly. The Beaver, after visiting 
Alaska, went to China with a cargo of skins. Oppor- 
tunity was offered to sell the cargo at a profit of $300,- 
000, but the fool in charge dilly-dallied until the season 
passed and the cargo had to be sacrificed. Then the 
Lark, another supply ship sent by Mr. Astor, was 
wrecked, partly through carelessness. McDougal, worry- 
ing because the Beaver had not returned promptly from 
the Alaska-China trip, turned craven when he heard 
a party of Northwesters were bound for Astoria, and 
that a ship sent by the Northwest Company and escorted 
by a British man-of-war, was en route for the mouth 
of the Columbia. When the party of Northwesters 
paddled down the river, McDougal hastened to greet 
them. Then, using the proxy Mr. Astor had given to 
him, he sold the whole Astoria establishment to the 
Northwest Company for a song. The Stars and Stripes 
were hauled down and the English flag raised instead. 
As reward for his conduct, McDougal was made a part- 
ner in the Northwest Company. 
So ended‘ Astoria and the great dream of John Jacob 
Astor. For years and years the British held sway in 
the Columbia Valley. Then, after disputes and threats 
of conflict, the boundary trouble was adjusted and 
America resumed control. But the winning of the West 
had been delayed a decade if not a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and the most magnificent project for American 
trade and American expansion that ever was fostered 
by one man had failed.

FIELD NOTES. 

Horticultural Examinations. 

HE STATE BOARD OF HORTICULTURAL EX- 
has announced several dates for exami- 
| nations in northern counties to be held in Novem- 
ber. The first will be at Auburn, in Placer county, on 
the 10th day of November; Nevada City, Nevada county, 
on the 12th; Oroville, Butte county, on the 15th; Yuba 
City, Sutter county, on the 17th; Marysville, Yuba 
county, on the 17th; Visalia, Tulare county, on the 23rd; 
Hanford, Kings county, on the 24th; Fresno, Fresno 
county, on the 25th. 


Nevada county has never had a commission of horti- 
culture, but as soon as the new law became effective, a 


was circulated and soon signed by the required number 
of fruit growers. There is a general awakening in this 
county because the pear blight and codling moth are 
working havoc in the small orchards of that section. A 
contributing cause to this interest is the establishment 
of the Chicago colony, near Grass Valley. This com- 
munity is now sending out fine Bartlett pears in carload 
lots. Their fruit comes in nearly a month later than the 
pears of the lower altitudes and consequently the grow- 
ers get fine prices. 
At a large fruit growers’ meeting held at Newcastle 
the last week of September the delegates passed a reso- 
lution asking the examiners to hold an examination in 
Placer county. This conference was attended by fruit 
men from all points of the north, and the sentiment in 
favor of better service from the horticultural commis- 
- sion was very strong. The chairman of the Board of 

Supervisors was present, and pledged himself to do all 
Cs he could to secure the selection of a competent man 
* for the place, and intimated that the appointee would 
= be given all the financial support he needed. All 
through the State the interest in the proper applica- 
tion of the new law seems dominant, and we may look 
for great improvément in the administration of the 
office in the northern counties in the future, 


Buying Land by Proxy. 
HAVE never before had the figures to prove that one 
was born every minute, and have had to depend upon 
the saw, “What fools we mortals be,” for my author- 
ity. But now I have the proof that some twenty, thirty, 
and forty years ago there was one born every few sec- 
onds. Here it is: A prominent eastern real estate 
agent has written to a California friend that his firm 
sold $900,000 worth of land by mail last year. I do not 
refer to this remarkable achievement to get the laugh 
upon the eastern land buyer, but to get you to be merry 
at our own expense. For one of the largest and most 
active of the commercial organizations of our State has 
- placed its approval upon this novel plan of selling real 
estate here. It has adopted a “mail-order department,” 
to be in charge of the secretary, and through which a 
proposed purchaser may order a farm or an orchard as 
he would a winter overcoat. All he has to do is to state 
in his order what kind of a farm he wishes. It must at 
any rate be land, and the secretary goes out into the 
country because he cannot find it in the city, picks up 
the farm bargain, turns the order over to the agent who 
has the sale of the property, and the deal is consum- 
mated. That is the theory of the plan, any way, and it 
has teen formally adopted by this body. Each local 
real estate firm is to pay dollars a month to support 
this purchasing bureau, and the plan is on the go. 
I have already set the seal of my disapproval upon 
this scheme, but what does a little thing like that 
amount to in the face of the popular uprising that al- 
ways foliows in favor of a new idea, especially when its 
proponents are men who are earnestly working for the 
upbuilding of the country? But the new plan at least 
furnishes me with a text for some timely remarks, ever 
if in vain in this particular case. The text is “The in- 
advertent location of fruit farmers.” In addressing you, 
my good brethren, I assume that you all know that 
this State from north to south is suffering from a sur- 
plusage of poor fruit. That will be the burden of the 
meetings that will be held this fall in different parts 
of the State. Assuming that a majority of purchasers . 
under the new plan would engage in fruit culture, I can 
see nothing but disappointment for any one who would 
follow this complex business without the foresight to 
investigate every feature of the industry before putting 
his money into fruit lands. The very fact that a great 
number are succeeding in this line indicates that a 
great number are failing in the same business. I know 
of no enterprise in which the survival of the fittest will 
be more marked in the next few years than in that of 
commercial fruit growing. Because of its increasing 
perplexities there lies greater opportunities for the man 
who is equipped for mastering them. In no way can he 
provide against misfortune as well as by investigating 
every detail before placing his money into the venture. 
It is easy to own land if one has the price of it, but 
to manage it so it will be of value to the State and the 
reputation and revenue of the community is the question 
of paramount importance to both the fruit industry and 
the corollary enterprises in all other lines of activity. 
To do this the new grower must not buy something 

. that the old with all his experience could not make 
a3 profitable. In starting a new orchard, he must choose 
the kind of product his money and skill are best adapted 
to turn out; he must fit his crops to the soil and situa- 
tion: investigate markets, transportation and a dozen

The arbitrary fixing of prices of farm produce seems 
to be the fetish upon which have been wrecked so many 
well-intentioned schemes for selling it. The blind de- 
votion of the growers to this idol is remarkable. All 
the growers can do is to place themselves in every 
strategic position they can secure for inforcing their 
ideas cf what a fair price should be; The final issue 
is negotiation, and any plan that does not include a rec- 
ognition of the fact that there must be a buyer—a trade 
with rights that must be recognized and its interests 
fostered—as well as a seller, is a Jame proposition. 
These may seem mere platitudes. but they are not. They 
are in fact vital issues. For in them are involved the 
law of supply and demand, the issué of business-like 
distribution, the quality of the fruit, the ability to fur- 
nish it freely to the seller, a score of minor incidents 
and circumstances that affect. the trade and running 
through it all the conservation of the whole enterprise 
from its inception in the orchards to the consumer’s 
hands. Two great fruit industries are as flat as pan- 
cakes at this time. In the centers of each of them are 
men of dominant traits, who have been leaders from 
the first, and who from self-interest or from lack of 
grasping sbme of the fundamentals of the fruit trade 
are not imbued with !deas of progress. It is a hand- 
to-mouth proposition to do all one can at this end of 
the line .and wait for something to turn up at the other 
end of it. It is a waiting policy that has ruined at least 
these two fruit industries. “a 
| 
N amusing incident occurred at a fruit growers’ 
meeting in the northern part of the State recently, 
which I had the pleasure of attending. A shrewd repre- 
sentative of the canners’ association had the floor and 
was nearing the time when his ten minutes were but 
one. He was telling how year after year the canners 


had beew approaching the wrong end of the deal; how | 
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of live stock. But some of the work done by these tree 
companies results in actual detriment to the trees, Many 
of the companies’ employés are incompetent to do the 
work. One of the aldest firms employs largely boys, 
some of them not olfer than 16 or 17, and young fel- 
lows with no sense of responsibility are often placed 
in charge of large gangs of workmen, most of them sky- 
larking youths, whose only object is to have a good 
time. In one case a young man of 18, after a very few 
weeks of experience in the work, was made a foreman, 
and placed in charge of work done on estates of promi- 
nent and wealthy men of this State. Other companies 
employ ignorant foreigners with no knowledge of tree 
life. The use of these two classes of incompetent work- 
men often results in positive injury to the trees. The 
work is done in a very slovenly manner, and though it 
may appear all right at first, is not permanent, and 
proves injurious to the trees in the end. Some exam- 
ples familiar to every one who has worked at the busi- 
ness are bad cuts and careless and inefficient capping 
and cement work, all generally done high up in the tree, 
where it is not readily noticed from the ground. 


Another source of great injury is that of inventing 
work when there isn’t any to do. Instances are known 
where, in order to prolong the work and thus run up 
a larger bill, cavities have been chiseled out and care- 
fully cemented in perfectly sound trees. Another ex- 
ample of the, same thing, though not so productive of 
harm, is the inserting of large amounts of entirely use- 
less chain. One company charges more for the chain 
than it costs, and so, besides the profit on the labor, 
they make a good profit on every foot used in the trees. 
Another phase of the dishonesty of the tree companies 
is their misrepresentations of their employés. They 
represent their men as “tree experts,” “experienced 
men,” “practical foresters,” etc., when as a matter of 
fact, most of them have no knowledge of any brancn os 
forestry, and many take not the slightest interest in 
the work except to draw their pay. Generally the tree 
men charge a fixed price per day for the services of 
their men, this charge often being five or six dollars 
apiece. Naturally it is to their advantage to prolong 
the work, and the dishonest ones stretch it out for 
weeks longer than it should take, thus robbing the cus- 
tomer sometimes of hundreds of dollars. As a rule, the 
owner of a large estate leaves the conduct of its affairs 
to the superintendent or gardener, and if it is not pos- 
sible to fool him about the waste of time, then a little 
money slipped him on the quiet is often efficacious in 
making him blind to what is going on.

HERE are two varieties of this popular flower grown 

on this coast—the one pink, the other white. The 
common names applied to them are zephyr lilies. The 
proper name of the white variety is Zephyranthes can- 
dida. It begins to bloom About September 1 and con- 
tinues for three months. It is a native of Brazil and 
grows along the marshy banks of the La Plata River. 
We know of no plant that increases so rapidly, and we 
think it within the bounds of truth to say that tons of 
the bulbs are thrown out annually in this State. 

The pink variety is popularly known as Atamasco lily 
—properly it is Zephyranthes carinata. It is a native of 
Cuba, Mexico and Central America. It is both exquis- 
itely beautiful and fragrant. The flowers are borne on 
scapes six to twelve inches high, but one flower to a 
scape. As a border plant they have few equals and no 
superiors. It responds to good culture, the flowers be- 
ing larger and the stems longer. It is fine for cutting.—

HE specific name of this variety of the genera, of 

the order Myrtaceae, to which the sweet-scented 
myrtie belongs, signifies fig-leafed. Why it should be 
thus designated is difficult to understand, since the foli- 
age of both subjects are wholly unlike, i.e., the tree 
commonly known as the fig. To be sure, rubber trees 
belong to the same family, the foliage of some of the 


members being much like that of the eucalypt under 


discussion. Nevertheless, we believe the name to 
misleading, therefore inappropriate. . 


This part of the history of this, the most beautiful 
when in bloom of all eucalypti cultivated in Southern 
California, is not the one we wish to discuss. It is its 
value as an ornamental plant that we desire to call at- 
tention to at this time. When in bloom, for gorgeous 
coloring it is unsurpassed. The plants growing here- 
abouts vary in habit of growth and in precocity of 
bloom. In 1908 we planted two trees into the open from 
gallon cans. They were about the thickness of a lead 
pencil and four feet high. This season the one bloomed 
profusely, while the other did not have a bud on it. 
The flowers were very beautiful, though not of the in- 
tense scarlet color that characterizes the true type: 
moreover, it bloomed during July. 


The thought suggested by the plant in question is 
that, for a decorative house plant, if tub-grown and en- 
couraged to throw out branches from base to summit, 
when in bloom it would have no equa!, and when not in 


flower equal to any other evergreen plant in appearance. — 


To perpetuate the variety it will be necessary to propa- 
gate it by cuttings or budding. Here is a suggestion 
for our progressive nurserymen who care to excel in 
fine stock, and give to those parts of the world the 


‘most beautiful of all ornamental plants when in bloom, 


where climatic conditions are such as are found in 
Southern California.—Pacific Garden.

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Mineral Elements im Food. 


HE subject of the mineral contents of foods—the 

organic salts—is one that is beginning to attract 

some attention among writers on diet, though a 
great majority still ignore it. It may be truthfully 
said that in this country the Care of the Body depart- 
ment of The Times is the only hygienic publication that 
during the past few years has devoted to this subject 
anything like the space its importance demands. 

A copy has been received of a booklet, No. 9, of the 
“Health from Food” library. Numbers two to eight of 
this library were recently reviewed here. (Published 
by the Pitman Health Food Co., Birmingham, England. 
For sale in Los Angeles by the California Hygienic Sup- 
ply Co., 657 South Hill street.) This number is entitled 
“The Role of the Food Salts in the Dietary of Man.” 
The author is George Black, M.B. He refers to vege- 
table salts in dried powdered form, which have been 
put up in England, at his suggestion. It is a question, 
however, whether the heat necessary to evaporate the 
water from the vegetables would not be as injurious in 
its influence upon the mineral contents of the food as the 
process of steaming vegetables. Both are, of course, 
greatly superior to the ordinary method of cooking in 
which the water containing the most valuable properties 


of the vegetable is discarded. 


F. H. Mason sends the following from Paso Robles, 
Cal.: 

“‘Care of the Body’ is generally instructive and usu- 
ally entertaining; sometimes his humor is patent, some- 
times latent, but there is generally an undercurrent of 
it running through the articles. Like most writers, and 
other people, too, for that matter, he has a hobby, his 
specialty being the distinction between organic and in- 
organic salts. I have been following these articles with 
interest for some time, and have been trying to grasp 
the writer’s viewpoint, on this subject, but have had to 


_ give it up—it was driving me to drink. 


“Once a salt has been isolated and purified, no analyst 
can determine whether it has been derived from a vege- 
table, an animal, or a mineral source. He may find, for 
instance, that a salt is sodium chloride, but he cannot 
tell, by analysis, from whence it cometh any more than 
he can tell whither it goeth, after he has deposited it 
down his laboratory sink. Wherein, then, does this dis- 
tinction lie? Palpably not in the salt itself, for it can 
be demonstrated that, no matter what its source, it is 


‘one and the same thing. Of course, if the elements 


sodium and chlorine were taken severally from each 
other, but in combination with other substances, they 
might, owing to their mutual affinities, seek combination 
in the stomach; in which case they would momentarily 
be it the nascent state and consequently more active. 
But this result could be, just as effectively, produced by 
taking two mineral salts separately as two kinds of 
vegetables or fruits. 

“The only other explanation I can offer is that there 
must be some substance in the vegetables or fruits that 
assist assimilation. If this is so, is it not reasonable to 
suppose that the same substance would assist the as- 


- gimilation of added salts of mineral origin? for we 


know that the elementary components of any fruit are 
not in constant ratio to each other. 

“A scientific elucidation of the stand ‘Care of the 
Body’ has taken on this subject would, I feel sure, in- 
terest many readers.” 

This communication was shown to Otto Carqué, one 
of the leading authorities in America on the mineral 
contents of foods, who comments thereon as follows: 
“Your correspondent overlooks the most important 
fact in the processes of life, viz., that they cannot be de- 
termined by chemistry alone. The life principle or vital 
force is above the crude mechanical and chemical experi- 


ments of the physicist and chemist. In order to deter- 


mine the elementary constituents of a plant or animal 
we must destroy the living organism. Yes, chemically 
the elements are the same in the mineral, vegetable and 
animal world, but chemistry explains the mysteries of 
life as little as the physical laws. A corpse shows the 


same elements as the living man, but there is the ‘great 


divide’ between life and death which we cannot dis- 
pute away. The fundamental error which so many in- 
vestigators make is this: they try to study life accord- 
ing to material, physical and chemical formulas, in- 
stead of observing the living body. 

“The correspondent may try the following recipe on 
his own body for a month and then report if he is still 
alive: Pure gluten, refined sugar and fat, all the min- 
eral elements contained in the body, as ‘inorganic’ salts, 
such as chloride of sodium or potassium, etc. “The proof 
of the pudding is in the eating.’ If a person uses table 
salt in addition to his food, he cannot prove the neces- 
sity of this inorganic substance, just as little as a man 
smoking tobacco is justified in declaring the latter as 
essential to life. Foods in order to sustain life must
